Thus 59% of the total number of towns 
representing 65% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of the births and deaths* recorded 
in these towns were 15,038 and 7,835 representing birth 
and death rates of 33 -2 and 17-3 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) States (Partt A & C).— The data here relate to 161 
towns with an estimated population of 21,275 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Ajmer Bihar, Bhopal and West 
Bengal could not be included. The total number of towns is 
250 and their population is 30,790 thousands. Thus 64% of 
the total number • of towns representing 69% of the total 
population is covered. The numbers of births and deaths 


recorded in these towns were 13,990 and 7,244 representing 
birth and death rates of 34*2 and 17* 7 per thousand of 
population respectively. The table at the end gives the 
position by States. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 50 or over 
per thousand of population. 

(B\ State* {Part B)— The data here relate to 15 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,244 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 46 and their population is 5,350 thou- 
sands. Thus 33% of total number of towns representing 
42% of total population is covered. The numbers of 
births and deaths recorded in these towns were 1,048 and 
591 representing birth and death rates of 24 3 and 13 ‘7 
per thousand of population respectively. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 60 or over 
per thousand of population.
